that is the canse of the symptoms.

destroyed the poison goes on 


accumulating and finally over-| 


whelms thezpatient. (3) That this 
poison tends, in every case, how- 
ever light it may seem, to cause 
congestion of One or more of the 
bodily organs according to the 
season of the year—lungs, pleura, 
and kidneys in winter, intestines 
in gummer,- and the brain 
at all sessons, (4) That the 


successful treatment of any in- 


fectious, disease must include 
both destruction of the invading 
microbe and the elimination of 
its poison. (5) That druga which 
will destroy the fully developed 
microbe seem to have little effect 
upon the undeveloped spore, and 
that the latter, when it comes to 
maturity, May cange recurrence 
of the malady after apparent 
recovery. All diellera in malarial 
regions know that quinine may 
be thus required five days later 
after: recovery from an attack of 
ague, aud the same is true of 
influenza. This characteristic of

The art of Kuskin, 
Tolstoi, George Moore and other 
masters differ so much. These 
master artista. disagree a8 to 
_ the nature and end of art 
The -viows of these thre great 
representatives of the school of 
Amare divergent. Raskinsays:— 
“The greatest picture is that which 
conveys to the mind vf the 
spectator the greatest number of 
the greatest ideas... . and I 
eallan idea great in proportion 
as it is received by a higher 
faculty of the mind, as it more 
‘fully oceapies, and in uccupying, 
exercises and exalts the faculty by 
which it is received. If this be. 
the definition of great art, that of 
‘the great artist naturally follows. 
He is the greatest artist who his 
embodied, in the sam of his 
works, the greatest number of 
the greatestideas.” ‘ Thatsound 
all right,” ssidthelecturer, “antil 
you get to the end, and then you 
are sppalled by the extraordinary 
" gtupidity of the'perfectly logical 
conclusion. The sum of: his 
works—greatest number of ideas 
-—then Sidney Cooper has 
sa gdod chance, " for he 
painted until he was 65.” (reorge 
‘Moore's definition of Artis: “Art 
is surely but a series of conven- 
tions which enable as to express 
our special sense of beanty—for 
beanty is everywhere and abounds 
insubtle manifestations. Things 
ugly in themselves . become 
beautiful by.‘ sasocistion, or 
perhaps I should say that they be- 
come picturesqiie.” According to
